CONSTITUTION, 

We, the united Baptist Churcheg, in the State of Mississippi, having been regu- 
larly dismissed by letter from the following As ociations, viz: Aberdeen, ( hicka- 
saw and Bear Creek have anited for the purpose of maintaining and keeping the 
order and rules of ar Association according to the following plan. 

ArticLe. Bs This Association shall be composed of members chosen by the dir 
fereut chnrehes in our Union, who, on production of letters from their respective 
churches certifying their election shall be entitled to seats. 

Art. 2. The letters from the churches are to express the number of white male 
and female members, number o colored members, time of meeting, number bap- 
tized. the number received by baptisin, received by letter. disthissed y letter, 
restored. excluded or died since the last me ting of this body, name of pastor and 
post-oflice : 

Axrr. 3 The members thus chosen and convened shall be known as the Judson 
Association, who shall have no power to lord it over God's heritage, or infringe on 
any of the internal rights of the churches in Union, but shall be advisory council 
for the common benetit of ail the charehag, and the fartherauee of the cause of our 
Redeemer. The Association shall have power to exclude any church from the 
Union, who may depart from the orthodox principles of the “ospel, either in faith 
or practice, (he fundamental prince iples, we adopt and believe, may be seen in 
our Abstracts ) 

Ant. 4. Every church in the Union shal! be entitled to three delegates and one 
additional delegate for every’ hundred embers above one hundred. Should any 
eharch neglect to represent herself. she shall state the re ison, in her next letter ty . 
the Association 

Arr. 5, New churches may be admitted i: to this body who petition by letter 
and delegates, if found sound in the falth and in g00d order: the reception thereof 
to be manifested by the Moderator giving the right hand. 

Art. 6. The Association shall be governed by Rules of Decoram of their own 
a‘loption. 

Aut. 7, This Association shall, annua ly elect a Moderator from among them- 
seives, whose duty it shall be to see that the Rules of Decorum are observe, and 
take the voice of the yssociation on al! questions properly brought before it: also 
a Clerk shali be elected, whose dutr it shall Le to take? correct minutes of the acts 
of the Association. 


@ Ant. 8. No query shail be received for consideration of the Association until 


the church presenting it shall have made an effort to answer it to her satisfaction 
and failed to su. 

Art. 9, The Association shall have a fand for the support of the same. which 
Shall be raised by the voluntary contributions of the churches sent by their dele- 
gates, which money shall be deposited in the hands of the Treasurer chosen by 


$the Association who shall be accountable to the Association for All moneys received 


by him as Treasurer, 
Arr. 10. The Association shall, in all cases, be governed by 4 majority of the 
members present, except in the reception and admission of churches, whieh shall 
ge unanimous. 
Aur. 11. ‘Thia Association will correspond with other Associations az may eb 
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agreed on while in session. 


Arr. 12. It shall be the duty of the Association to appoint a minister to preach 
an introductory sermon with an alternate at each succeeding seasion, a.so the 
time and place for the next session. 


Anr. 13. No charge will be received against any chureh in car union,.enly 
when established by a sister chure). , 


Arr. 14. This constitution may be xltered or amended at any time by two- 
thirds of the churches composing the body. 


Aut. 15. Minutes to. be read. and adopted. and s zned by the Moderator and 
Clerk, before the Association tinally adjouns. 


Abstract of Princip!es. 


l.. We believe the Seriptures of the Old and New Festaments are the word of 
God; and the only rale of faita and practice. ° 


2. We believe that the seriptares teach that there is bat one Uving and true 
God ; that there are three persons én this one God, the Fatuer. the Word and ile 
Holy Spirit, and that this triune God is the only ovject of all Religinua W orship 
and adoration and that all worsiip paid woanything else in the name of God 
idolatry, and abomination in his sighs. 

3° We believe that God ereated maa holy and happy; that hesinned sad 
from that eondition: that by the fall he lost his original righteousne «6, and beocathe 
both sinful and depraved, and as a natural conse quence Liat ail Lis posteriiy by 
ordinary generation are involved in the consequences of his fall, 

4. ' We believe that man by natare, has no power to recover himself froin his 
lost and ruined condition; and that unless God himseif had provided a way of fal- 
vation, all mist have been ruined and iis: ravle furever, because they all have

5. We believe that God has provided a way of Salvation, and has revealed it to 
us with gospel of his son, that this Way of salvation was adopted in the eternal 
council before the foundation of the w ord, according to which, God saves sinners 
through the sanctification of tie Sp rit, and belief of the trath. 


6. We believe that fallen man has nothing and can do nothing of himsel’ to 
Tecomment him. to the favorable notice of the Divine Being, and that all bis hope 


of pardon. sanctitication, justitication and redemption, is derived alone through 
the merits of Christ. 


7. We believe that Jesus Christ the Eternal Son of God, is the only Mediator, 
between God and man, that he first became our surety, and in the fallness of time 
our sacrafice, and that the on!y afticacious plea that he makes before the throne in 


our behalf is built upon bis own and all iitoning sacrifice sud perfect Righteons- 
ness, before God 


8. We believe that the Holy Spirit. the third person in the adorable Trinity, -is 
the great agent in convincing man of bis lost and condemned condition; and in 
making the gospe: plan of merey plain and aceeptable to hin. 


9. We believe that all who are sanctified by the Spirit are fully justitied by the 
Righteousness of Christ, which is in all and apon all them that believe. 


10. We believe that all who are called to be saints through sanctitication of the 
Spirit and belief of the trath, shall be eternally sayed.

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11. We believe that christian churches are to be formed of believers in Christ, 
who give evidence of change of heart, and who have been regularly baptized. 

12. We believe that the government of the church ia not left in the hands of 
any one man, or number of men distinct from the body ; but that It is left to the 
who le oa 

13, We ve that the first day of the week, called the Lord’s cay, js sanctified 
or set apart for the public worship of God ; and that it is the duty of christians: to 
abstain on that day from all! unnecessary visiting, trifling conversa :ton of labor ex- 
cept so mach as may be devoted to works of necessity or wercy. ; ' 

14. We believe that God has appointed the preaching of the Gospel for the edifl- 
cation of the church, and the advance of his kingdoms; that it is the’ duty of 
church members to contribute to the support of the ministry as God in his provi- . 
dence'may give them ability. ’ e 

15. We believe that Jesus Christ has appointed two positive institutions, or er- 
dinances to.be observed in his church, viz.: Baptisin and the: Lordle sapper{ that 
Baptism is fmmersion in water with the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, 
and that believers alone are capable of rightly receiving this ordinance ; that Bap- 
tism precedes the Lord’s Supper and none bat legally Baptized and ordained Min- 
isters have the right to administer them. 

16. We believe that there will be a resurrection of the dead, both of the just 


” and unjust; that the just will rise to everlasting life, and the unjust to everlasting 


shame and contempt. 

17. Finally, we believe that the gospel, with all its obligations, privileges and 
blessings has been committed to the church ; and it is especially enjoined to make 
it known to every creature, while a risen and assended Saviour pledges his pres-, 
ence to the end of the world.

RULES OF DECORUM. 


Art. 1. The Association shall be opened by prayer. } 
Art. 2. The Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the members present by 
private ballot. 
Art. 3. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order. but any monte 
not satisfied with his decision. may appeal, provided the appeal is made on th 
same day, but at no subsequent time. , 
@ Arr. 4, The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privileg-, of speaking a» 
other members, but not to vote unless his yote be necessary to decide the question,”

without permission. 
Arr. . 8. Every subject introduced for discussion shal! be Geeided before another 
is offered, unless it be laid over by motion, with the consent of the mucer apg As- 
sociation. 
Arr. 9. The names of members shall bé called whenever the Arei@fafon shy 
direct and absentees marked, any member wishing to retire shall obtain permission 
of the Moderator. | 

- Art. 10, The appellation of Brother shail be used by the members in address- 
ing each other.
